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The School Year 1970-71 has been Glenlyon’s Thirty-ninth since those early 
and humble beginnings on St. David Street in September, 1932, and although there 
have been many “vintage” years in this period, there must have been few, if any, to 
match this current one. As this magazine will clearly show, we have managed a well- 
balanced programme and been active and successful in many spheres. It is, indeed, 
difficult to précis the year’s achievements, but firstly I would state that the year 
opened with a capacity enrolment of 175 students and for the first time we have 
completed the Grade 10 (Junior High) Programme at Glenlyon — our class 
numbering seventeen boys. 

There were a number of new staff appointments in September; Mr. K:- 
Walker, as Assistant Headmaster, has carried much of the administrative load, and 
we welcomed Mr. D. Bennett (Social Studies), Mr. P. Davis (Grade 4 Form Master), 
Mrs. M. Thorn (Art), Mr. J.B. Quilleveré (Senior French) and Mr. J. Gallienne 
(Music) to the school for the first time. During the last summer months, Cdr. 
Makovski, Mr. Auld and Mr. Skinner virtually rebuilt the old ‘“‘Boathouse”’ on the 
south corner of the school property (it was the school’s gymnasium until 1959!), 
and the building is now our Art Studio — an area we have needed for a long time. 

Academically, honours have been brought to the school through James 
McKenzie winning an Open Scholarship to Appleby College, Ontario, and, in the 
Greater Victoria Science Fair, Glenlyon had nine of the sixty-three places allotted 
to all schools, and our students gained three top category awards. In games, the 
highlight has been the Rugby Tour to Scotland, England and Wales in late March, 
which not only was a great success overseas, but did so much for spirit within the 
school. The Fund-raising efforts by the Team itself and the wonderful support by 
the students, parents, and friends enabled $6,000.00 to be raised; mainly through 
a Walkathon in November, Carnival in December, Bottle Drives, Hot-dog Sales, 
Raffle Tickets and Mr. McAlpine’s seemingly indefatigable energies and imagination. 
Over the year, the school has, as usual, offered as varied a selection of games as 
possible, including three ski-weekends to Forbidden Plateau, and during the summer 
term boys chose a minimum of two sports from Cricket, Sailing, Tennis and Track 
and Field — which is a truly wonderful choice. 

In Drama, the school Christmas Concert was its usual Variety Fare, and almost 
every boy had a part to play. The school entered two plays in the Greater Victoria 
Drama Festival, one at the elementary (Grade 5) and one at the Junior High 
level; the latter, ““Mushroom’’, was selected for the Honour Performance and later 
invited to the B.C. High School Festival in Prince George. Musically, the school has 


never had a more active choir; singing several times in public, at our Carol Service 
at St. John’s and on CHEK TV in December, in the I.S.A. Festival in February, and 
at the “‘Family Night”? Evening in June. 

One unique experience this year has been the enrolment of a Mexican student 
in our Residence. Cesare Ghezzi arrived in the Fall speaking very little English, but 
in the year has become almost fluent, and for two months we had an exchange 
student from Costa Rica, Jose Rojas, who was staying with a Glenlyon family. I am 
certain that these two boys have enjoyed their time in Canada and learned a great 
deal but, also, we have had our horizons broadened by their presence, and I would 
hope the future will offer more student exchanges and opportunities for our students 
to visit other countries. 

There has been considerable planning over the last fourteen months regarding 
the future of Glenlyon — especially recognizing the pressing needs for new facilities, 
particularly for our Grade 8, 9 and 10 students, and as a result, an elected Board of 
Governors will assume financial direction of the school beginning September 1, 
1971, and a Fund-raising campaign is underway to purchase present school assets 
and build the new building as soon as possible. This is a major step for the school, 
but an essential one if we are to continue to keep pace with the times, and offer an 
educational programme of quality and all-round excellence. 

In closing, I would like to express my sincere gratitude to all who have 
contributed to making this such an excellent year, in particular to the staff, teaching 
and non-teaching, and to the school prefects who have worked so well and loyally 
for the common good. To those who leave Glenlyon this year I wish them every 
success and happiness in the days ahead, and assure them a warm welcome 
whenever they return.

A.C. McNEEL-CAIRD 





After seventeen years in any position it is always hard to come to a decision 
to leave, but doubly so when poor health has forced this leaving prematurely. In 
June 1970, A.C. (Sandy) McNeel-Caird had completed seventeen full and vital years 
at Glenlyon, and in terms of the school’s history alone (38 years) his contribution 
and influence have been enormous. Mr. Caird arrived at Glenlyon inthe late summer 
of 1953, and has been one of the mainstays ever since, having taught Maths, Social 
Studies and French at every level in the school and being particularly keen and 
effective in our school Christmas Concerts with his original pantomimes, and in the 
Greater Victoria Drama Festival with the Drama Club. For a number of years, he 
and his wife took boys into residence in their home on Currie Road, and in the 
school administration he did a great deal as Senior Master and latterly as Director 
of Studies. Too, since 1964, Glenlyon has produced this Annual Magazine, and he 
has been the Staff member responsible for its birth and subsequent development. 

In the years Mr. Caird has been at Glenlyon he has seen the school grow 
considerably, for when he arrived in 1953 the enrolment was 90, and all the boys 
were taught in the Main House or Coach-House near Beach Drive, the only 
gymnasium and drama rehearsal area was the ‘Boat-House’, which was refurbished 
last summer and transformed into an Art Studio. In 1959 the new gymnasium was 
built, and classrooms, stage and library were added soon after, with the science 
building to follow in 1966, and, of course, the enrolment has now increased to 175 
students. These have been good years for the school, steady growth and develop- 
ment, and more than our share of honours have been gained by Glenlyon students 
in Academic, Athletic, Dramatic and Artistic fields. One of Mr. Caird’s proudest 
days was surely in 1966 when one of his students, Michael Quebec, was awarded the 
Gold Medal in the World-wide Commonwealth Essay Competition, certainly a first 
for Glenlyon, and I believe for B.C. as well. 

It is always difficult to measure the contribution of any individual teacher, 
but there is no question that Glenlyon has been very fortunate in Mr. Caird’s 
presence during this period of relatively early history for the school. He brought to 
Glenlyon a necessary stability and continuity when staff were inclined to remain 
for only one or two years, and particularly in Drama gave the school a name second 
to none in the city. As a colleague on staff, he was one always to work unselfishly 
for the common good, and quietly achieved much with a minimum of fuss or 
flamboyance. 

Last summer, under doctor’s instructions, Mr. Caird informed me that he 
would have to have a rest from teaching, and so a long association was severed. The 
Old Boys’ Association and the school honoured Mr. Caird with a dinner and 
presentation in November, and it is our hope that not only will his health improve 
rapidly (which it has done since last year) but that he will return often to the school 
for which he did so much and gave such loyal service.

B.G. PARKER 


For the past eight years the Senior classes of Glenlyon students have been 
privileged to have had Mr. Parker as their Latin or Social Studies teacher, not so 
much for the subjects themselves, but for the attitudes, discipline and qualities of 
life that he imparted by daily example and precept. A man of integrity and high 
ideals, he would not settle for anything other than the first-rate, and in his own life 
was a strong taskmaster and expected the same from his students. 

Mr. Parker came to Glenlyon in 1962 after a life-long career as teacher and 
Senior Master at St. George’s School in Vancouver, and taught approximately half 
time here as his health would allow. He was badly wounded in World War II, and 
though still suffering to this day almost constant pain from the stump of his 
amputated leg, never let this be apparent to his students or colleagues on the staff. 
He has been a life-long sportsman, and still plays polo regularly in the summer, and 
whenever there were Staff-Boys’ Cricket matches he would be the first to volunteer, 
and insist on batting without the assistance of any ‘runner’. 

In 1970 Mr. Parker decided to “‘retire’’ fully to his farm in Central Saanich, 
so he can devote more time to his horses and to planning his Annual Cross-Country 
Run which he organizes to give the boys and girls on Vancouver Island a real 
challenge each Spring! We have been proud to have had him at Glenlyon over the 
past few years, and those of us who have been associated with him, as fellow 
teachers or students, will never forget his sense of humour, fair play and qualities of 
life that combine to make him such a fine man. We wish him a long and happy 
retirement.

This was very much an experimental year in the new Art Room. Boys learnt 
to use a wide variety of materials in finding means to express their ideas and a 
number of visits were made outside school to help broaden the scope of outlook 
and choice of subject matter. Trips were made to the Provincial Museum, the Art 
Gallery, the Maritime Museum, Undersea Gardens and the local Marina. 

At the invitation of the Provincial Museum Education Dept., Grades 5 - 10 
were represented in a small Glenlyon exhibition in February. Mrs. Wood, the 
education officer, informed us that there was a warm reception from members of 
the museum staff and public who saw the show. 

In May, Grades 8 - 10 were widely represented in a Secondary Schools of 
Victoria Exhibition. All boys in Grades 7 - 10 visited this and were generally 
interested and enthusiastic at the variety of approaches from the different schools. 
For many this exhibition acted as an incentive to try out selected media they had 
seen used. 

Throughout the year there were changing exhibitions and special exhibits for 
Parents’ Nights and Speech Day in the Art Room and latterly in the newly acquired 
space of the main school corridor. The added area helped greatly in bringing a view of 
achievements to the staff, visitors and the rest of the school. 

The Art Room helped to make props for Grade 5’s television act and costumes 
and props for those wild Grade 4 Maoris in the Christmas Concert, as well as 
painting scenery for Mr. Bennett’s “‘No Hope for Canaries’’. 

In general the Art Room, though rather remote geographically, has been 
accepted as part of the school scene and many boys have shown they can create 
interesting and imaginative work. We hope now that the future will show a mass 
spread of the head of steam generated by Grade 6, in particular, who worked with 
great spirit and prolific output throughout the year.

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DRAMA 


This has been a very busy year for Drama at Glenlyon. For one thing, a Drama 
option was included in the timetable for Grades 9 & 10. The Grade 10 group worked 
on dramatic skills and a drama history project. whereas Grade 9 rehearsed “‘The 
Black Box” by Mr. Skinner, an ‘audience participation’ play for very young 
children.

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The senior play, written and produced by Mr. Skinner, was about a group of 
boys who have a seance, and to get in closer contact with the spirits, they eat 
various things from around the spot where a fatal accident occurred to the two 
people whose spirits they are trying to contact.

This play, appropriately called “Mushroom” was picked for the 
Honour performance at the Drama Festival and Martin Screech won the Colonist 
Watch Award for the Best Junior Actor. Honourable Mentions were received by 
Kevin Brady and John Courtney. 

Shortly afterwards the cast was invited to perform ‘‘Mushroom” at the B.C. 
Drama Festival in Prince George. This came as a surprise to everyone, but the cast 
was unfortunately unable to go owing to the time schedule, transportation and 
financial difficulties. If the increased interest and enthusiasm in Drama continues, 
however, there will still be a chance again next year.

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SAILING 





The summer inter-school competitive sailing programme usually runs to about 
two matches. This year was no exception but the results would probably be best 
described by the well worn, but faithful, cliche “inconclusive”’.

The boys were 
highly delighted with, what seemed to them, a sweeping victory, but the ““Manage- 
ment” had to mumble something about considering the whole thing ‘“‘no contest”’. 
Public relations are important; perhaps there will be a time when we shall have to 
borrow a boat. 


The second clash involved the sailing departments of all the independent 
schools which indulge in the sport. A course had been laid out in Cadboro Bay and 
the R.V.Y.C. lent their fleet of ‘‘F.J.’s’’ for the occasion. So did we, (5 boats) and 
also University School (2 boats). Three crews entered from each school in each 
race, Brentwood, Shawnigan Lake, St. George’s, University School and ourselves. 
The day looked grim to begin with and by the time the first race started the wind 
was unusually strong for any kind of work in a “‘F.J.”. By the time the afternoon 
series started the Committee met to decide whether or not the contest should 
continue.

So, throwing common sense to the extremely strong ‘sou’ wester’’, the races 
continued minus jib sails. Several boats suffered damage through collision and 
dismasting. Many had to be towed and many crews were pulled from the water 
during the afternoon. The school took fourth place in the overall standings and — 
we suppose — a good time was had by all.
